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1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 to 26, drawn to a hybrid material, classified in class 528, 
subclass 30. 

II. Claims 27 to 41 , drawn to a fuel cell, classified in class 429, subclass 12+. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions of Group I and Group II are related as mutually exclusive species in 
an intermediate-final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this 
relationship if the intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product, 
and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.05(j)). In the instant case, the 
intermediate product is deemed to be useful as a coating composition and the 
inventions are deemed patentably distinct because there is nothing on this record to 
show them to be obvious variants. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. For both Groups I and II, above, the following election of species requirement is 
made. 

5. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: the various species embraced by the hybrid material in claim 1 . See for 
instance the different precursor materials found in claims 4, 5, 7, 8, 10 and 1 1 . The 
species are independent or distinct because they are structurally different. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1, 12 and 27 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification

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readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
